“This witness (Alfred s Trude, 
the attorney who drew the will and 
signed it as a witness) also mentions 


a belief of the testator’s that he 
was a 7ictum of sewer-gas, which be- 
lief was based on information ob- 
tained from the spirit of ‘Little 
Squaw’ «Аға Mrs. Rose; that teste- 
tor was utged by 'Little Squaw' to 
hurry the completion, and at the 
same dictation, change, in many 
ways, the plane of the building 
known as the Story mansion, the 
expenditure for the erection of 
which was, it is argued, ónt of all 
proportion to testator’s financial 
ability and not in accordance with 
prudent business management; that 
testator was Icd on to gratify the 
ambition of Mrs. Story іп this 
course, by conspiracy of Mrs. Story 
and ber sister and thru means of 
the pretended spiritual communi- 
cations, and that the signing of the 
will in question was brought about 
by the same means.” 

Such are the salient facts as re- 
hearsed by the court and now | 
quote its opinion as to the appli- 
cation of the law to sueh a state 
of facts. 

“The fact that à man somewhat 
advanced in years, and suflering 
from disease, holds the opinion, 
whether founded on his own imagi- 
nation of the suggestion of others, 
that his ailment is due to 
this or that cause, ог that 
one who professes а belie! 
in what is known as Spiritualism, 
may be influenced by and led to 
give credence to alleged communi- 
cations from spirits which are, in 
fact, no communications, but im- 
positions апа delusions contrived 
by designing persons, i$ very far 
from sufficient to prove їп such per-

іу.» Such beliefs; өтей Æ whirhitor 


delusions, are compatible with dis- 
posing mind onthe part of those 
holding them. but such facts are 
proper to be considered with refer- 
ence to questions of mental weak- 
ness asd the susceptibihty of the 
ips a to the arts of those who 
d mislead him for some purpose 

of their own.” 

The court in commenting upon 
the testimony of some of the wit- 
nesses, said: 

“There is much in the testimony 
of these witnesses to lead to the 
belief that they confused the term 
sound memory with defective mem- 
ory. Sound mind and memory is 
equivalent to the term sanity, and 
the mind and memory which is 
sufficiently sound to constitute tes- 
tamentary capacity, has the capacity 
to transact ordinary business.” 

In the support of the doctrines 
contained in the foregoing para- 
graph, I refer to five Illinois cases. 

“If the testator was of sound 
mind but of poor or impaired mem- 
ory, he was of sound mind and 
memory, as the phrase is known 
іп law. The failure of memory 15 
not sufficient to create the incapa- 
city. unless it be quite totalor ex- 
tend to his immediate family and 
property. As known in law, sound 
memory is something quite differ- 
ent from good or unimpaired mem- 
ory, in which sens the subscribing 
witnesses understood it. Failure 
of memory does not constitute un- 
soundness of memory.” 

Yoe vs. McCord, 74 ІП. 33. 

"A person who is capable of 
transacting ordinary business, is al- 
so capable of making a valid will. 
It is not required that he shall 
possess a higher capacity for that 
than for tbe transaction of Бе or- 
dinazy affairs of life. А man cav- 
able of buying and seliing property, 
settling accounts, collecting and 
paying out money or borrowing or 
loaning money, must usuel]y bere- 
garced as capabie of making a 
valid disposition of his property by 
wiil. The rule is the same in the 
cate of a sale cf а procerty and its 
dispcsition by will and the usual 
test is, thut the psrtv be сгоаЫе 
of acting ratienaliz in the ordinary 
affairs of Vite.”

Practically no attempt at classifi- 
cation, has been made in these pa- 
pers. -I have elsewhere iptimated 
that this must Бе left ior some one 
to do at:a later date. The demands 
upon ћу time will not permit me to 
make а careful arrangement ynder 
various headings. It scems urgent 
that the substamce be given as 
quickly as possible, leaving details 
to be attended to 1n the future, as 
] am convinced that we have 
reached а period of general interest 
ia spirit phenomena and that every 
Spiritualist should be as thoroly 
equipped as possible in a knowledge 
of his legal rights and the method 
of enforcing them, as well as phe- 
nomena and philosophy. 

The first case I shall take up in 
this paper is interesting from the 
fact that the opinion of the Appel- 
late Court lays down а broad rule 
for deciding cases whercin the opin- 
ions of the testator are made the 
ground of contest. 

In the matter of W. F. Story, 20 
ІП, App. 183, decided 6۰, 

Wilbur F. Story d:cd October 
27th, and on December 5th, 1884, 
his widow, the executrix, presented 
his will, dated Februarv Ist, 1891, 
to the Probate court of Cock 
county for probate.  Objection 
thereto having been made, a heat- 
ing was had. Testimony of wit- 
nesses. to the will was taken and 
ا‎ ‘that testimony the court re- 


cult. Court a which court reversed the 
decision of the, Probate court and 
ordered the will to be probated. 
An appeal was then taken to the 
Appellate Court. The grounds of 
the appeal were want of testamen- 
tary capacity, undue influence and t 
other grounds base 3 on legal techni- 
calities. The Appellate court 
affirmed the finding oí the Circuit 
court. As we are interested in that 
phase of the case which bears on 
Spiritualism, I shall quote such 
portions of the Appellate Court 
pertaining to the subject. 

“То support the contention that 
the testator was not of sound mind 
it was shown that in 1878 he suf- 
fered а paralytic, stroke, which, it 
was claimed, affected his mind, and 
from the effects of which he never 
recovered; and an cher was made 
to show by the record of the pro- 
bate court that on August 8th, 
1884, testator was declared by said 
court, by an order Lased on the 
verdictof a jury, to be a distraeted 
person, but this .ecord was ruled 
out by the court as being too re- 
mote. It wasshowr that for sev- 
eral years prior to 1.5 death, testa- 
tor held the belief that communi- 
cations could be had with the 
spirits of another wer!d,. it is con- 
tended that advanti:;;c was taken 
of his credulity in the matter of 
such spiritual communications by 
Mrs. Story and her sicer, one Mrs. 
Rose, to practice in.position upon 
him. Mrs. Hose preten ied, 
it is said, to bave received 
communications tro: the sprt of 
some Indian, whotook great inter- 
est in the welfare of r, Story. It 
is shown by referc:.:c. made bv 
said Stery in some ictters written 
by him, that he th t himself in 
receipt of advice as to some of 
his matters, from а spirit or individ-

A SPIRITUALIST.

Soon after the Rochester rappings 
were attracting the attention of the 
world, Miss Emily Harvey and my- 
self were married, July 5th, 1851. 
We were neither of us connected with 
any church or creed, but were both lib- 
eral in thought, belonging really to 
that class of people known as Free- 
thinkers. 

We had to quite an extent, inves- 
tigated what was known as animal 
magnetism, now called psychology 
or hypnotism. Then. there com- 
menced to be published not only re- 
ports of Spirit rappings, but ac- 
counts of people being influenced by 
Spirits to write and speak, and wife 
and I commenced to reason on the 
matter, and wife said “if Spirits can 
rap and produce sounds that appeal 
to our physical senses, and as we 
now know it 25 possible for one mind 
here to mesmerize or influence an- 
me and if we are ourselves in the 

after life; if we retain our powers 

f mind bevond the prave, why could 
not a spirit disrobed of the body, 
under this same law of nature (now 
known as psychology) influence а 
mortal mind?” This reasoning 
seemed consistent to me, and we 
commenced investigation along this 
line. 

We sat one evening inthe quiet- 
ude of our home life with thonghts 
uplifted to the spirit world that if 
possible our friends departed should 
manifest to us. Soon the hand 
and arm of Mrs. Smith began to 
move as if by mechanical action, 
she declared the movement was in- 
voluntary on her part. A few rapid 
motions were made as if writing; 
pen ard ink were secured and under 
this mechanicz! impulse or move- 
ment of the band a message was 


written signed by my father, Clark 
Smith. my father having been in 
spirit .ife three vears. 


Tke writing was a fae-smiie of his 
hand writing. Our interest was 
arouse. as weil as that of our re- 
jatives and friends and wee contin- 
пса our quiet home efforts and were 
rewarded; added evidences of proof 
of spirit influences and helpfulness 
were manifested in a variety of de- 
monstrations. Mrs. Smith devel- 
oped a marked mediumship, pass- 
ing through several, as writing, talk- 
ing, personating, foretelling events, 
telepathy, etc., which continued 
with her until the time of her tran- 
sition. At one time Mrs. Smith 
was being controlled by Charles 
Travers, deceased, to her brother, 
Isaac Harvey. Thev had both been 
members of the Otto Lodge of Odd 
Fellows. Isaac said ‘control Mrs. 
Smith to give me a test of your per- 
sonality.” Mrs. Smith raised her 
arm and hand, gave а recognition 
sign of Odd Fellows, took him by the 
‘hand gave an Odd Fellow's grip and 
thën ‘ааа her left over her eyes, 
turned-her face from the slate and 
wrote’ the Odd  Fellow's pass 
word, which Isaac declared was per- 
fect. 

Mr. and Mrs. Aaron Myers who 
were very intimate friends of ours 
went to Minnesota and lived among 
and near the Indians at the time of 
what was called the ‘‘New Ulm In- 
dian Massacre." Mrs. Myers was 
not murdered by the Indians, but 
lost her life in getting away from 
them to safetv, and besides her 
familv, left а baby. Mrs. Smith 
was influenced to say that "Mary 
Myers is in the spirit life and has 
left a baby, and wants me to take 
it and care for it as my own; please 8 
take it for my sake. Oh! the In- 
dans. how awful.’ Within forty-

viz: if the evidence established the 


fact. But it is fatal to this instruc- 
tion that there was по such evi- 
dence. Inthis direction the only 
testimony was that she believed 
that the spirit of her deceased 
husband ‘was present with her.’ 
The law laid upon the trial judge 
no such hard duty as rehearsing 
the testimony which had occupied 
more than a month in its introduc- 
tion; but when he undertook to do 
80. it was indispensible that he 
should do it with substantial ac- 
curacy. Who shail say that in the 
domain of spiritual belief, а mis- 
statement of this character is not 
substantial? Those whose interpre- 
tation of the scriptures lead them 
to believe that the spirits of the 
departed are among the living, are 
not -to be confounded with those 
who believe in actual communica- 
tion between the living and the 
spirits of the dead." 

The fine distinction to which I 
alluded above is contained in the 
last sentence, and seems to me to 
force one of two conclusions; either 
that the court was making fine dis- 
tinctions in order to correct what 
it believed to be a falacious or pre- 
judiced finding of the court and 
jury below, or it believed that some 
jurors might consider a person sane 
who held the opinion that spirits of 
the dead could come among the 
living but the same jurors would 
consider a person insane who be- 
lieved that it was possible for the 
iving and the spirits of the dead 
to have intercommunication. 

There 1s another statement in the 
Opinion of the upper court which 
contains a sensible suggestion, it is 
as follows: 


“The testimony shows аШгта- 


tively that the will in question was 
the natura] product of the opinions, 
associations and affections of the 
testatrix. It was the result of e 
purpose long entertained by her 
and her husband.” 

Nothing seems more reasonable 
than that people should dispose of 
their property by wil] in conformity 
with their “opinions, associations 
and affections." And І might say 
right here that the great surprise 
is, that people who for many years 
have been the rich possessors of the 
knowledge of spirit communion, 
who have been comforted and 
guided by the loved ones who have 
gone before, should feel eontent to 
die without leaving something of 
this world’s goods for the support 
of the movement whose aim and 
purpose is to put that knowledge and 
guidance and comfort within the 
reach of every human being. 
There is а species of self gratifica- 
cation in the attitude of many 
Spiritualists; they pay libera!ly to 
convince themselves and there their 
liberality ends. А little of the 
missionary spirit among us would 
work wonders. If there be mis- 
trust of local conditions, the Na- 
tional Spiritualists Association can 
be trusted to make a proper applica- 
tion of every dollar left to jt for 
missionary purposes. v “Where 
vour heart is, there will your treas- 
ure be aleo.”

The next case, like many others, 
shows to what length contestants 
will go, even tho they be collateral 
heirs, to overthrow the wilis of re- 
spectabile and intelligent people 
who leave their money fora good 
purpose of a public character, 
rather than give it to persons be- 
tween whóm and the testator there 
existed little, if апу, sympathy or 
affection. 

The General Convention of the 
New Jerusalem Church уз, Crocker. 
7 Ohio, Circuit Court, 327, decided 
1893. 

The estate of the testatrix had 
passed to her by the will of her 
husband who died about twenty 
months before her. They had no 
children. The contestants were 
collateral heirs. She devised the 
property to a trustee, directing a 
portion to be used for the place of 
a library and school where religious 
instruction should be given accord- 
ing to the doctrine of Emanuel 
Swedenborg, and the residue for its 
support; and if after a fair trial this 
project was found impracticable. 
then the property was to go to the 
convention of the New Jerusalem 
Church. 

In the court below the jury 
found against the wiil. Some of 
the evidence offered by the con- 
testants tended to show that about 
twenty-five years before her death 
the tessatrix had а delusion that a 

о spent & year іп the family 

- to “poison her, and 

теге “about five years before her 

death she had a delusion concern- 

ing another persen, and that she 

insanely believed that a poison ex- 
uded from her skin. 

It was shown on behalf of the 
contestees, that thru her life she 
had transacted business with the 
plaintiffs in the case and other per- 
sons and that she was regarded by 
her neighbors аза person capable 
of taxing care of her own affairs 
and of sound mind. 

То show that the testatrix was а 
religious monomaniac, the attorney 
for contestants urged upon the jury 
the opinion of one who was intro- 
duced to them as “the highest au- 
thority in the world on mental 
alienation," and that the leader of 
her religious faith, in so far as it 
was peculiar, was himself insane. 
But the court said: 


“The insanity of Swedenborg 
was not in issue in the case. If it 
had been introduced by either 


party. This line of argument was 
pursued against the protest and ob- 
jection of counsel for the propon- 
ents (contestees) and with the ex- 
press sanction of the court. Con- 
sidered in the light of the authcri- 
ties cited, it was error, for which 
the judgment should b« reversed." 
LYAnother ground for reversal was 
found in the instruction given by 
the court below to the jury, which 
instruction was as folis: 
“Evidence has been cifered tend- 
ing to prove that the testatrix re 
lieved that she had communica- 
tions from the spiri: of her de- 
ceased husband. Such a belief does 


- not of itself prove that she was of 


unsound mind, but the fact that 


- she had such belief is an item of 


evidence, which you can consider, 


» etc." 


The Appellate court in comment- 
ing upon this instruction, draws a 
very fine distinction which is wor- 
thy of notice. There seems to me 
to run thru the opinion of the up- 
рег court a subdued indignation on 
account of the judgment of the 
court below. Says the upper court 
in its comment: 

‘It was not proper f.:r the court 
to assume that that was a fact which 
the evidence had only tended to es- 
tablish; but the jurv migbt have

CURTIS VS. KIRKPATRICK, 75 РАС. 
REP. 760. 


Decided by Supreme Court of 
Idaho, February 16, 1904. 

This is ар appeal from the District 
Court of Bingham County. Defend- 
ant had judgment in the lower court. 
Plaintiff, as the administrator of the 
estate of John Garrett, deceased, 
commenced this action to cancel 
and set аѕійе а certain mortgage 
dated November 6, 1895, and a 
deed dated November 10, 1898, 
from Garret to his grandson, Kirk- 
patrick. To the jury were submit- 
ted forty-three questions to be 
answered and returned to the court. 
The court adopted the findings of 
the jury with certain amendments, 
which amendments counsel for ap- 
pellant claim were not warranted by 
the evidence. The opinion gives in 
full the forty-three questions with 
answers and amendments. 

In regard to the belief of Garrett, 
the maker of the mortgage and the 
deed, in Spiritualism, the Supreme 
Court, has this to say: 

“It is shown by evidence, beyond 
controversy, that in the latter days 
of his life, be (Garrett) was addicted 
to the use of intoxicating liquors to 
excess; that he was a firm believer 
in Spiritualism; made many state- 
ments as to conversations with 
spirits—prominent were Cleopatra 
and Socrates—and claimed that his 
company was from the Spirit world; 
that they (naming many of them) 
were frequently his visitors, and 
that he was never lonesome, for this 
reason. This may be considered 
insanity by some, and by others as 
a high order of intelligence and ad- 
vancement in religion of science. 
It is shown that he was an educated 
man, and read other books than 
those treating on the subject of 
Spiritualism—in fact, was what is 
termed a “great reader'—did not ig- 
nore politics, and was informed on, 
and ready to discuss, the current 
events of the times." 

It was shown by the testimony of 
the officer who took the acknowl- 
edgement of the mortgage, that he 
believed him capable of knowing 
and fully understanding the nature 
of the transaction; ,and so, by the 
evidence of Mr. M., who was his at- 
torney in fact. at the time of the 
execution of the deed, that he be- 
lieved he fully understood the trans- 
action; and by the evidence of Mr. 
Wall, who took the acknowledge- 
ment to the power of attorney ap- 
pointing Norman Jones, his attor- 
ney in fact, Mr. Wall said, “I ex- 
plained to him what it was, and he 
said he knew what it was—a power 
oí attorney firing J. S., and giving 
Norman Jones charge of his affairs 
or words to that effect." 

Frank W. Beam testified to busi- 
ness transactions and eonversations 
with deceased—some of them but а 
short time, about three weeks, be- 
fore his death—and pronounced 
him sane. On the other hand, a 
number of witnesses, who had 
known deceased as lony and as inti- 
mately as those who testified to his 
sanity, are of the opinion that he 
was incapable, by reason of his 

mental condition, of transacting 
business for himself, or of fully 
knowing and comprehending the na- 
ture and effect of tne execution and 
delivccy of the mortgage and deed. 

The usual medical expert figured 
in this case tor the plairttiffs, but he 
figured in vain. The court after re- 
ferring to him in a complimentary

attended their seances or not. It 
also decries the mental medium who 
is eternally talking about the phys- 
ical, and demanding test conditions 
tor them. We want such conditions 
as will bring the mental as well as 
the physical medium under survel- 
lance, and make them true to their 
real gift. 

We also decry the wonder seeker 
who has seen it all and, like Alexan- 
der, is "seeking new worlds to con- 
quer." He is the originator of the 
greater porportion of fraud in our 
ranks--is responsible for it. He 
will cry down the genuine medium 
of limited gifts in favor of the fraud 
with no better gifts and less honor. 


But one camp had any great 
number of phenomenal mediums in 
attendance this season. The reason 
for this is that the mediums of 
great gifts are not looking for piaces 
to work. The places are looking 
for them. If they come to camps, 
they come because they want a 
summer’s outing and the people 
want to see them. If they stay at 
home they do as much, and finan- 
cially they areas well off as they 
would be to attend à campmeeting. 

The season has shown that we 
are in а transitory state. The 
question of mediumship is up and 
we hope it wil be handled with 
wisdom that will relegate fraudu- 
lent work to the rear and put the 
best to the front.

Transition of Dr. Louis Schlesinger.

Said to Have Been informed by Ris Dead Brother 
and Spiritual Guide in Spirit World 
of Bis Pending Dissolution. 


Clipping from а Chattanovga 
paper. 

Dr. Louis Schlesinger is dead. He 
died at Los Angeles Aucust 27, but 
news (oi the event only recently 
reached Chattanooga. The deceased 
resided in this city for some time 
and unless he disposed of his hold- 
ings оп returning to the west his 
Chattanooga estate is of considera- 
bie value, as he owned several par- 
cels of valuable real estate. For 
some time Dr. Schlesingef resided 
on Cherry street, and later occupied 
his own property at 213 McCallie. 
This last named property was sub- 
sequently sold to the Dr. VanDeman 
estate. He was a Spiritualist, sin- 
cere in belief, and while practicing 
his cult, avoided imposition upon 
the public. He was a widely trav- 
eled man and well informed. 

Reporting his desth, the Los 
Angeles Herald of August 28 says: 

"Having beea informed by his 
spiritual guide, his brother, Ben, in 
the spirit world, that be would pass 
away in thirteen months, Dr. Louis 
Schleshinger died yesterday, at 12 
o'clock, true to tbe prediction. He 
fell into a quiet sleep оп Sunday 
forenoon, August 26, but did not 
cease to breathe until Monday about 
noon. 

Dr. Schleshinger was aged 75 
years and was one of the oldest 
Spiritualists in the United States. 
He was afflicted with a stroke of

Denson vs. Beasley, 24 Texas, 
191. Decided in the term 1870- 
1871. 

Spiritualism was not in issue in 
this case but the law in regard to 
insanity as laid down by the Su- 
preme Court of Texas, may be 
applied to cases involving Spiritual- 
ism. 

The opinion of the court is both 
interesting and amusing; interest- 
ing, for the direct and mastetly way 
in which the quettion of Ínsanity is 
handied; and amusing, for the curt 
manner in which the instruction of 
the judge in the Jower court to the 
jury. is disposed of. 

When this case was decided, there 
were but three members of the Su- 
preme Court ہ٤‎ Texas and the pre- 
siding judge, who had just taken 
his seat upon that bench after this 
case was presented, at the request 
of his two colleagues, went over 
the case, and disagreeing with them, 
filed a long dissenting opinion. 
Neither his reascning nor his con- 
clusion is, in my judgment, 
sustained by the authorities. 

I will not go into the facts, ex- 
cept to say that the testator, Ham- 
iton Washington, left two wills, 
one dated May 19th, 1800, leaving 
his entire estate to his sister, Mrs. 
Beasley, and the other, dated June 
6th, 1868, leaving neatly all of his 
estate to Mr. D veo. wae. 
relative but with "whom «ы к- 
tor had lived for some time prior to 
his death, In explanation of the 
large amount left to Denson, the 
testator says in his will, < “This be- 
quest is made in consequence of 
losses and failures of crops, in- 
curred since he made the purchase, 
and also on account of kindness 
and attention received from him- 
self and family." It appears that 
Denson had bought the farm on 
which he was living from the testa- 
tor giving his notes for the pur- 
chase money and it was the greater 
part of these notes which formed 
the bequest. At the date of the 
last will testator was in his last 
illness, of which be died on the 30th 
day of the same month, aged 
about sixty-five years. 

The probate of the last will was 
resisted by the sister, Mrs. Beasley, 
who claimed that her brother did 
not§possess testamentary capacity 
and that it was obtained by undue 
influence and fraud, and she pre- 
sented the will of 1860, which gave 
her all the property, for probate. 
The probate court declared the will 
of 1868 invalid and admitted to 
probate the one of 1860. From 
this judgment, Denson appealed to 
the district court of Polk County, 
with the same result tha$ the will 
of 1560 was sustained. Denson 
then appealed to the supreme court 
which reversed the judgment be- 
low and granted a new tnal. 1 
shail quote a large portion of the 
court's Opinion, without using 
quotation marks, except as used in 
the opinion, putting my comments 
in parentheses. By the court: 

This case has been ably argued 
before us, both upon the law and 
facts. General grounds of error 
are assigned. I: ж clajmed that 
the charge of the courtis еттопе- 
ous, and misled the jury; that the 
verdict of the jury is notin legal 
form, nor substantially sufficient in 
law, and that it is contrary to the 
evidence. 

We shall remark upon the first 
and second assignments. In the 
charge of the court (to the jury) is 
contained this passage: "Insamity 
or unsoundness of mind 16 that 
condition in which the mind is left 
when common sense and reason are 
destroyed or greatly impaired, and

have the knowledge, speak it, I will 
read something that is comforting.” 
But when a few years laterthe hand 
of the Silent Messenger was laid up- 
on his household, he found it nec- 
essitated the knowing of what was 
beyond,:so he joined the Psychic 
Research society, and bv a circuit- 
ous method he came into the knowl- 
edge of this open door, amd he said 
so. He has gone away to rest, i. e., 
to take а vacation from his labors 
of speaking the truth in the pres- 
ence of & congregation that is afraid 
that he will speak it. Не is wait- 
ing to know what the voice of the 
spirit will lave him do in the fu- 
ture.

In 
the following year (1899) a second 
volume appeared, containing 193 se- 
‘ected texts. The ‘documents were 
theological and classicaland belonged 
tovariousdates, It washowever, to 
the manuscript containing the say- 
ings or logia of Jesus Christ that 
popular attention was chiefiy direc- 
ted; and perhaps the interest in 
this manuscript was not lesscned 
when two editors, in their introduc- 
tion, expressed their opinion that 
simisiar interesting finds were not 
very probable. ‘It is not very 
hkcv that we shal! find another 
роста like Sappho, still less that we 
shall come across another page cf 
the lovia.” 

But those indefatigable €xcava- 
tors, aiter having spent somie time 
in searehine for documents in the 
Fayurn, returned in February last 
vear to their od haunt at Oxyrhyn- 
chus, and there, by what thev сай 
a “curious stroke of good fortune,” 
came upon a manuscript which con- 
tained some turthes savings оѓ Jesus. 
These together with a "fragment. of 
a duct gospel "' they have now given 
to the world in a popular form 
abrileed from the publication ot the 
texts in the Oxyrhynchus papyri,

Tine newly discovered manuscript 
of the sayings ot Jesus dillers in 
form from the earlier one. The 
earlier manuscript consisted of a leaf 


belonzing So it was thought, to a 
weil-written volume. The recently 
discovered manuscript has a less 


worthy setting, and the new sayings 
arc written on the back of another 
manuscript. 

The fragment, for it is but a frag- 
ment though a very precious cne, 
consists of forty-two complete lines. 
They were found writien оп the 
back of what proves to bea land 
survey list. The survey list, accord- 
ing to the opinion of the editors, 
was probablv written at the end of 
the second or early part cf the third 
century. Butit is the manuscript 
on the otner side which wiil interest 
us, this the discoverers are inclined 
to assign to the middie ог end of 
the third century; à later date than 
A. D. 300 15, in their view. most un- 
likely. Ií these conclusions should 
prove correct, the present savings of 
Jesus are about the same date as 
the logia or sayings, discovered in 
1557. Тһе final settlement f the 
question of date and of auth: rship 
raust be left to experts. 

One is tempted to quote some— 
inceed all—of these "sayings." 
They may be made authentic, or 
or they may not; but they are 
choed with a spirit which is in

G. W. Kates and Wile at Baltimore. 


At the First Spiritual Church on 
Franklin Street, Baltimore, Md., 
October 7, Rev. and Mrs. б. W. 
Kates discussed the power of Spirit- 
ualism as a useful force in the world 
and utilised by many people of all 
nations. 

Mr. Kates took the following as 
his text: “And the angel said unto 
them: Fear not, for behold! I bring 
you good tidings of great joy, which 
shall be to all people." Luke ii. 10. 

The speaker said he was glad ‘the 
angels said that; for, if they could 
then bring glad tidings, they can 


do зо now. And they are bringing | 


such tidings to all people. The 
facts of spirit ministry and mani- 
festation have been demonstrated 
to people of every clime and na- 
tion. It is not an isolated phenam- 
ena we have witnessed, but а world 
wide manifestation. It is not only 
one elass of spirit people who man- 
ifest, but all kinds as revealed bv 
John the seer of ancient time, who 
said he beheld a mighty host of 
"Angels of all nations, kindreds, 
and peoples and tongues." If that 
was true, then they were angels of 
once mortal people that John saw. 
They could not be of all nations if 
they were created in heaven; but 
must have had an earth life.2. The 
teaching that angels were created 
períect, is, thereby destroyed. 
What are angels? Evidently they 
are the spirits of once mortals; our 
loved, and the good and true of 
earth. Paul said: ‘Are they no 
al. ministering spirits?’ This 
seems to be very inclusive. All 
are ministering spirits. There is 
no debarring of power from any to 
manifest and minister unto us; but 
the law must be understood and 
applied. Mortals accomplish noth- 
ing unless they apply the law of 
nature to obtain desired results. 
Why expect that spirits shall have 
all power without understanding 
the law? 

For spirits to manifest unto us, 
it is necessary that they shall under- 
stand how, asit is for us to tele- 
graph to each other. Let us be 
logically reasonable. They who 
expect the most are often the ones 
who give the least. It does no 
good to say we cannot; and it does 
mot make it true when some say 
the spirits cannot. Give to every- 
thing its just conditions, and then 
results may be expected. Prof. 
Flammarion, the astronomer said: 
“Positive observation proves the 
existence of a physica! sense.” 

Alfred Russel! Wallace, F. R. S., 
said: “My position, therefore, is 
that the phenomena of Spiritualism 
in their entirely do not require 
further confirmation. They are 
proved quite as well as any facts 
are proved in other sciences.” 

The Spiritualists can, therefore, 
rest the case of proof until some 
one produces actual disproof, which 
has so far not been done. 

Mrs. Kates made some interest- 
ing remarks in support of the 
facts of spirit communion, and 
claimed that thousands of mediums 
had viven the consolation unto 
millions of people, and these had 
added unto faith and hope, а 
blessed knowledge. and perhaps de- 
stroved infidelity and materialiem 
more than has any other revela- 
tions given to the world in past 
ages. She followed with some 
descriptions of spirits present, with 
some messages that were said to be 
correct by the persons who received 
tbem. ; 


“I shall pass this way but once. 
I will therefore try to do as mëch 
good and as little harm as possible.”

Physical—Table tipping and rap- 
ping, movement of articles, inde- 
pendent music—trumpet voices, 
materialization of faces, hands, as 
well as of complete form. 

Further than this there is psy- 
chometry, or soul measurement, 
which is a power inherent in the 
individual and does not depend on 
outside spirit assistance. This is 
the power which reads ores, and 
other grticles and depends more up- 
on seif-development than some of 
the other phases. 

In treating some of the above 
subjecta 1 shell refer to writers and 
mediums of various kinds to illus- 
trate the points at issue, as well 
as my own experience wherever pos- 
sible.

ter—that is, a character transcend- 
ing human activities—when we rec- 
ognize that such phenomena are 
plainly contraty to the laws of 
nature as we know them? We 
know that the whole human race, 
including savants and philosophers, 
have always regarded such things 
as superhuman and supernatural, 
and have styled them magical. 
Under the name of magic are com- 
prised the doings and appearances 
which the forces of nature were 
not sufficient to produce, and al- 
ways and everywhere it has been 
admitted that such works were 
wrought by the assistance and the 
influence of an agent superior to 
Mature. Magic was universal in the 
world, and still prevails in pagan 
countries." 

The writer then relates the cases 
of materialization described by 
William Crooks. Не also fefers to 
the signed testimony of Cesare Lom- 
broso, and adds that "Lombroso, 
like other materialists, tried to ine 
terpret 10 а non-spiritualistic sense 
the spiritwálistic phenomena which 
he dared not deny to be real." 

While this writer is & firm be- 
liever in Spiritualism, including 
materialization, when he comes to 
answer the question whether Spirit- 
ualism can be brought within tbe ..

the early Christians and Neopiaton- 
ists of Alexandria. Any attempt 
to confute the genuineness and 
authenticity of all this testimony 
in favor of Spiritualism is simply 
absurd. Half a century ago. in- 
deed, incredulity might have been 
excusable; at the present moment 
it is whpardonable. To quote: 

"In our time (1906) noone de- 
nies the real existence of spiritual- 
istic occurrences, excepting certain 
men whose feet are on earth, but 
whose wits go wool-gathering in 
the moon. Among these latter I 
am surprised to find sevcral univer- 
ity professors in Italy. men in other 
respects admirable specialists. It is 
well to remind these gentlemen, 
and others who have not studied 
Spiritualism, that spiritualistic 
phenomena are not the productions 
of pure and lofty metaphysics, or 
astronomy, but are objective acts, 
that fall under the cognizance of 
the senges, and can easily be ob- 
served bv all men. When such 
phenomena have been witnessed 
to by very many men of learning 
and good faith, it à useless, even 
foolish and ridiculous, to reject such 
well-proved facts. These facts are 
accepted, as certain by al! reasonable 
men. · pbenomena of Spiritual-

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SCIFNTIFIC VIFW 
OF TELEPATHY. 


The action of one mind upon an- 
other at a distance, by means out- 
side of the senses, is now generally 
assusiatl to be a fact by persons in- 
terested in what is called ‘‘psychical 
research ;" so much so that they use 
it toexplaia other mysteries with 
which they come in contact. That 
such.use is quite Mlegitimate they 
are tald by Mr. J. Arthur Hill, in 
опе ef their own organs, the Annales 
des Sciences Psychiques (Paris, Oc- 
tober): Mr. Hill apparently be- 
lieves in the facts assumed in dis- 
cussion of telepathy, but he will 
not gecept an inference at all, ap- 
parently even rejecting the one on 
which the name (from the Greek 
tele, far, and pasheia, feeling) is 
based, Не says: — 

“Throughout the history of sci- 
ence it is to be neticed that gener- 
ally new facts have been rejected at 
first’ as ridiculous, and later accept- 
ed at the most natural things in the 
world. Galvani was given the nick- 
nanie of ‘the Frogs’ Dancing-mast- 
er, айй scientists made merry at 
his expense. Today the new force 
«һас Һе helped to discover is so fa- 
miliary, even to the uneducated, 
that any specially mysterious phys- 
ical phenomenon is lig! tly explained 
as ‘probably due to electricity.’ 

"In the domain of psychical re- 
search the same thioz is true of 
telepathy. Long rejected by men 
—sdme even doubt still—it is now 
reeoghized by the majority of inves- 

dira аяна. тайлга! fact, almost 
dóspláce. “And Messrs. Hud- 
soniand Podmore explain all psy- 
chie-Wwonders by ‘telepathy’ just as 
the Ordinary man explains physical 
ma by 'electricity.' 

"Let usnow atk what we mean 
by the word ‘telepathy.’ It was in- 
vented in 1882, by Mvers, who de- 
fine it as ‘the communication of 
{Һе denpressions of one mind to an- 
other, independently of the recog- 
nized avenues of the senses.’

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The question as to whether íree- 
dom is an auto-suggestion rather 
than an actual state of life is an im- 
portant one, since civilization has 
nct yet furnished man with a means 
of escape from the struggle oí exis- 
tence, nor solved the problem of 
his immunity to disease and death. 
А thrill of pleasure, an ecstacy and 
reverie. а бау of rest from the tread- 
miilof work and drudgery, do not 
constitute freedom. So long as 
there is work to do, freedom to do 
or not to do it does not solve the 
probiem of lite if the end of life is 
not work but freedom from work, 
then any kind oí work keeps man 
(rom :reedom. Freedom is not 
leisure or idleness. It implies a 
state of being in which perfection 
and not completion is the idea! to 
5e attained. And so long as man 
js evolving toward maturity or com- 
pletion, freedom is still a potenti- 
ality rather than a fact of the social 
order of life. 

The object of work is not merely 
to be busy or to kill time, nor to la- 
bor for the work's sake. That 
would make man the worst kind of 
a Slave; but it is to complete his 
work in order. to perfect himself. 
The act of overcomiag the world is 
involved in the act of finishing one's 
work as Christianity and even 
Buddhism prove. 

Two views of work seem inevit- 
able under the present form and law 
of human life. One is to work un- 
til work destroys you, merely to ex- 
ist; the other is to work until vou 
finish it, and so perfect vour des- 
tiny. The latter view is the only 
one which commends itselí to the 
intellizence uf thinking men and 
women. Freedom to do what one 
wishes should not be construed with 
the opportunity to work, neither are 
the objects of work as here ex- 
plained. For to merely work 1n an 
aimless way or to work that one 
may have leisure to do nothing at 
all is not evolving f^ one step to- 


ward pertectiyn.

tion. Physical vibration 15 the 
mode of the manifestation of phys- 
ical forms ot life, but what is the 


vibration of life itself or the abso- 
:ute spirit of life, which is the cen- 
tre of the universe? That is impos- 
sible to determine. The one is be- 
coming, the other 15; the one is do- 
ing the other being. And the end 
of the one is not the end of the 
other. This is the mystery. Said 
Plato, that which is can never be- 
come, and that which becomes can 
never be. It is the same as saying 
that one's bodv or brain can never 
be one's spirit or mind, and yet how 
could the spirit express thought 
without a mind or brain, or mani- 
fest lie without a body. The body 
is, by some philosophers said to be 
a prison in which the spirit is con- 
tined. Prisons were once called 
work-houses as though the object of 
such confinement was to work rath- 
er than to be free. Theosophists 
use karma in the sense of work—- 
unfinished work to be sure, but 
work which keeps man at some- 
thing to be somewhat, keeps him 
emplcyed because he abuses his 
freedom. Criminal law means the 
abuse of freedom, and criminal in- 
stitutions take care of these abnor- 
mal victims of work.

It is always Jaughable to the aver- 
age Christian when some act of a 
southern Negro, or a crafty fakir 
has used something to hoodoo or 
put a speli upon another person. 
It is called the height of supersti- 
tion and nonsense. The average 
Christian thinks the other feliow is 
the superstitious one. They even 
brand the statement that our spirit 
friends can hold converse with us as 
a superstitious idea. The occult, or 
unscen forces, must not be used by 
other than a Christian, unless by 16 
the Devil or his imps shall be at- 
tracted 

It is always the other party who 
isin danger of the bad. But no 
evil can befall апу one who shall do 
anything in the name of the Lord. 
And tney do not stop to compre- 
hend that the Lord of the Jews and 
Christians is a different person. 
Bo:h Jew and Christian place su- 
preme confidence in the Lord. Per- 
haps they have arrived at a oneness 
of these Lords, because Paul spoke 
of him as “the same Lord;" and in 
| Kings 18:39, they read: “Тһе 
Lord, he is God." 


G. W. 


And yet, Paul alludes to 'our" 
Lord. This intimates that there 
were or are other Lords. But, if 


the Lord 1s "the same Lord," then 
the Lord is God. The latter is in- 
evitable if the incarnation is true; 
and if that is true, then there is а 
biolical support of the theosophical 
doctrine of  reembodiment. Dr. 
Crapsey and otbers say that the 
miraculous conception, hence the 
incarnation of a Lord ога spirit 15 
not possible.

Al! of this is noted because the 
melurn Christian makes claim that 
ther Lord Jesus is eternal God.

In witness of this and that a noodoo 
in the name of lesus Christ. 18 en- 
dorsed by the moderns, I append a 
document that lately was sent to 
my wife. 

The prayer was sent out by 
Bishop Lawrence ої the Mctho:list 
dencmination and J am intorimnec 
that the saxi Bishop has expended 
considerable money trying to recall 
the prayer; but his superstit:ous 
followers continue to send it as а 
chain letter contrary to the postal 
lawns. This 1s a plain hoodoo, in 
which a speil is threatened in the 
name of the Lord Jesus upon ali 
who shall not obey its mandate. 
No deubt тапу of these supersti- 
tious Christians firmly believe that 
this threatened dire calamity will 
fali upon all who shall refuse to do 
as directed. This isin full keeping 
with the doctrine of lesus paying 
our debts, bearing our burden. and 
being our final judge, all of which is 
modern Christian doctrine. 

The height of superstitious folly 
has been reached in this document * 
of Bishop Lawrence, and is entitled 
to full exposition, instead of obey- 
Me the request of a Methodist iriend, 

о “рау no attention to it. Some 
اھ‎ authorities have been notified 
of this chain letter, and thev aisc 
have said: “Рау no attention to it, 
for there are many being received 
and we cannot stop it." This also 
evidences that this has taken quite 
a wide influence, and bears the re- 
sult of conviction that in the threat 
there is a possibility of power, 

To all such I desire to call atten- 
tion to the argument of Rev. Ed- 
ward Beecher on “Тһе principles of 
honor and right, by which the con- 
duct of God ought to be regulated 
in his dealings with his creatures.” 
(See "Conflict of Ages.’’) This 
treatise should be the accepted doc- 
trine of modern Christians, instead 
of the idea of a Godly hoodoo placed 
in the wav of his children. Will 
some one say that no man has a 
right to his personal opinion and 
judgment? If зо. then let such an 
one read that Jesus said: ‘Yea, 
and why even of yourselves judge 


ve not what is right?” (Luke 
12:57.) Thus I have a divine right 
to express my sincere conviction 


that this prayer and letterof Bishop 
Lawrence is an effort to put а hoo- 
doo on poor mortals who are super- 
stitious enough to believe it. 
Reserving further comment, I re- 
cord that document and thus will 
perhaps relieve some poor mentality 
from its baneful effect, or, at least,

I never heard her 
spoken of as being above the avers 
age for good common sense when 
the spasms were not on, and ope 
does pot have to read much of her 
writings to see that she is far from 
being critically logical. Our coun- 
try to-day has many thousands who 
are her superiore in a mental point 
of view; and it is a pity that she is 
so vain that she will not give any 
credit to the physician who cured 
her and taught her her lesson of 
mental equipoise. But perhaps not; 
i1 would spoil the romance, the 
pretty picture so needful. It is not 
to be expected that her numerous 
rollowers will know of this, and the 
badly infatuated will resent the idea. 
"Upon what meat does this our Ca- 
зат feed that he has grown so great?” 

She has invented nothing but the 
title, CHRISTIAN SCIENCE, and 
we kave heard nothing about ber 
cares for many years; she has been 
httle more than a self-constituted 
tigure-head, but this isa very im- 
portant thing to conjure by. 
would become of Christianity, 
were not for the name, JESUS 
the adjective CHRIST? We may 
say, “A rose by any other name 
would smell as sweet," but if the 
name does not take, comparatively 
few wil! smell. The method effecte 
many cures, and we will be glad ‘of 
this, but it is well to learn as much. 
as we can about the hows, and 
whys. We can зау this with cer- 
tainty: Jesus is not in them any 
more than he is in those of Mrs. 
Willmans, who denies that there isə 
God, except the one within onr- 
selves. The benefit derived in both 
cases, when there is benefit, is from 
suggestion; from the diversion of 
the mental forces from a wrong di- 
rection towards the right one. With 
many people calling it Christian 
Science will help, and only part can 
be healed in this way. 

Those who troubles originated in 
the mental and are perpetuated by 
a false mental attitude, like Mrs. 
Eddv’s hysteria, and the physical is 
deranged wholly thru this channel, 
if you can get hold of them right, 
may be entirely cured by the mental 
process. But it matters not what 
the belief is of him who sets the 
mind to rights, nor whether the pa- 
tient is religious or irreligious. The 
point is to assist the patient in es- 
tablishing a healthful mental activ- 
ity. Perhaps the Christian can do 
this best for the Christian, but not 
for the skeptic. 

If the disease is produced by vic- 
ious physical habits a permanent 
cure cannot be effected without 1e- 
forming them, tho temporary relief 
may frequently be given. These 
kind of healers, like those who deat 
in drugs, are too often confined to 
their one idea and their success is 
comparatively limited. It shdedd 
be а part of the training of cles- 
ses of mental healers, that the phys- 
ical, acts on the mental as well as 
mental on the physical, and سس‎ 
real health depends on physica! and 
mental coöperation. It depends.on 
having the physical and tal 
habits reasonably good; and 
sides, the hereditary ir ioris ‘Bes 
much to do with it. piri ts 
ought to understand the 
constitution better than any ‹ 
class. Consequently, they ought 
be the most healthy, and ce 
their numbers should be the 
healers.
